Conferences Item, where there are within the circuite of 
obe had ve- anp Shire, 02 thereto adloyning, any Cities 
ſticesof Peace that are incoꝛpoꝛated as Townes within the- 
in che Shures, ſelues, 02any other Townes incozpozate, that 
all OR. haue vy good authoritie Jultices of Peace of 
cers of Cities theix owne inhabitants, toz that comonly ſuch 
ane Towns Cities and Townes haue their greateſt num- 
prouilions of ber oł houcholders that are no owners ofgrain, 
Gele ee but haue common Bakers and Bzewers, that 
cancsin Cirzes Mult of neceſſitie buy and pꝛouide their Coꝛne 
and corpo- O2 Meale at the Markets neere thereto, to 
date 2097. ſerue all other the inhabitants a reſiants with- 
in the ſaid Cities and Townes: Foz the pꝛoui⸗ 
ſion ot all ſuch Cities and Townes, it ſhall be 
neceſſary that the Juſtices of the Peace of the 
Shires next to the ſame Cities and Townes, 
ſhall haue a meeting and conference with the 
head Officers of the lard Cities # townes, how 
and in what good maner the Bakers #B2zew- 
ers, and other houtholders that ſhall alſo haue 
need to pꝛouide Coꝛne oz Meale foꝛ the neceſſa- 
rie vſe of the pꝛiuate houcholders, map be pꝛoui⸗ 
ded at the Markets nere to the ſame. And alter 
due conterence had hereof, there ſhall be by the 
Juſtices of the Peace, and the fozeſaid head Of- 
ficers ſome good oꝛders ſet do wne, fuch as both 
map ſerue fo2 the needefull vie of the ſame 
Townes and Cities, c alſo may not by abuſe 
giue cauſe of raiſing ot pꝛices in the Markets c 
Countreys adioyning.

Speciall inquirie be made of thoſe that are 
great hooꝛders vp of Cozne, and being little 
quantitie to the Market, to the end from ſuch 
perſons pꝛouiſion may be made fo2 his Maie⸗ 
ties ſhipping, and other publique ſeruices, as 
need ſhall require. 

And ifany ſhalloffend againſt the true mean⸗ 
ing ok theſe Inſtructions, oꝛ of any part there- 
of, o2 ſhall vſe any ſiniſter meane to the dekrau⸗ 
ding thereof, that ſuch be ſeuerely puniched ac- 
coꝛding to the Lawes : and fo2 ſuch obſtinate 
perſons as ſhallnot conto:me themſelues, the 
Juſtices ſhall at thetr diſcretion binde them to 
appeare befoze the Kings Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Counſell by a day certaine, there to be further 
dealt with by ſeuere puniſhment, foz the better 
enſample ot allothers.

ber, and thoſe of the litteſt perſons koꝛ that pur⸗ 
poſe, and the reſidue to be remooued. 

That ſuch of theſe Badgers and Buyers as 
ſhall remaine , be onely permitted to make pꝛo⸗ 
uilion to kurniſh the Markets of ſuch Cities 
and other great Townes and proces which o⸗ 
therwilſe are not able to bee ſufficiently pꝛoui⸗ 
ded koꝛ, of thoſe pꝛouiſions in the Countreys 
neere adiopning, koꝛ that they are only needfyll 
toz thoſe places. 

That the Farmoz oꝛ Maultſter bee not pers 
mitted to ſell to any ſuch Badgers oꝛ Buyer, 
no: to any Baker o2 Bꝛe wer out of a Market. 
no: that any Badgers oꝛ Buyers to ſell againe, 
bee permitted to buy any Comme, Butter oꝛ 
Cheeſe, but in the Market: Neither any Ba- 
ker, Bzewer, Badger oz ſuch Buyer as afoze- 
ſaid to ſell againe , be permitted tobuy in any 
Market but two houres at the leaſt after the 
full ot the Market, whereby others may be ſer⸗ 
ued of their particular pꝛouiſions: And then 
the Badger, Baker, and Buyer to ſell againe,to 
take away the ſurplulage of the marketonely, 

To fozeiee that no couetous pꝛactiſes be vſed 
betweene the Farmoz oz Maultſter, and the 
Badger, Bꝛoker, Bꝛe wer, oꝛ Buyer to ſell a- 
gaine , whereby the Farmoꝛ oz other ſhould de- 
teine his Cozne 02 Mault to the ende of the 
Market to the hinderance ol the Market: But 
il any ſuch be found, then ſuch offender to be 
duelp puniſhed.

Higlers and Purueyoꝛs foꝛ the City of Lon- 
don, 92 any other City , not to bee permitted to 
buy Coꝛne oꝛ other victuall but in open Mar⸗ 
het, and that two houres after the full Mar⸗ 
ket, whereby the pooꝛer ſoꝛt may bee ſerued of 
that which they ſhall need, at competent pꝛices: 
Neuertheleſle, koꝛ the better furniſhing of your 
ſapd Cities with neceſſary pꝛouiſions and in 
conuentent manner, it is oꝛdered that further 
pꝛouiſions ſhall be from time to time made ko: 
them in ſuch ſoꝛt as the Loꝛds of his Maiefties 
Councell chall further direct in that behalfe. 

It is alſo oꝛdered, that the feeding of ſheepe 
with Peale oꝛ Beanes which is vled in ſome 
Countries foz food, bee ſpecially fozbidden, be⸗ 
cauſein time ot dearth the ſame may ſerue the 
pooꝛer ſozt to make bꝛead of. 

That there be monthly a view taken what 
Coꝛne any Farmoꝛ oꝛ other perſon vſing to ſell 
Cozne, hath both thzeſhed, and by eſtimation 
in the ſtoage, and to bee enioyned to ſell none 
but in open Market except to pooꝛe Artificers 
and day-labourers their neighbours, and to 
peeld a due account to the Juſtices, of the ex⸗ 
penſe of his Coꝛne, and how much he doeth ſell 
weekely in any Market, 
at inquilition be made in what places 
Mault is commonly made to bee fold by ſuch 
as are called Maulſters, and who they bee. 
And to tale oꝛder, that by buying and ingrol⸗ 
fing ol Barley to make Mault , they doe not 


thereby 
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thereby ſtoꝛe vp greater quantity of Mault 
then they vſually bzing into the Markets, 
thereby towards the endof the pere to increaſe 
the pꝛice thereof exceſſiuely. Ot which abuſe 
the Juſtices are to take care to refozme the 
ſame,and to take o2der alſo that they ſhall buy 
their barley in open Market, and not at the 
Farmers houles, thereby, to foꝛeſtall the Mars 
kets, and to inhaunce the pꝛices. 

To take ſtrait oꝛder with the common Bꝛew⸗ 
ers, that they ſerue no Beere 02 Ale to any Ale- 
houſekeeper, Gictualler, oz Tipler, but at ſuch 
rate and pꝛice as by the Juſtices of the Peace 
ſhalbe ſet downe and appointed by authoꝛity of 
the Statute of 23. H 8. cap. 4. And pet the ſame 
tobee well ſodden and well bzewedof whole- 
ſome graine as it ought to be, vpon paine of 

to bee impoſed by the Juftices. 

That Alehouſekeepersſuffer none to eat and 
tipple, oꝛ victaile in their houſes, but ſuch as 
are wayfaring men, that ſhall take the ſame to 
refreſh themſelues in their pallage oꝛ tourney, 
oꝛ ſuch as ſhalbe appointed to lodge oꝛ take dyet 
in their houſes, but to deliuer out of their hou- 
ſes that quantitie of dꝛinke which their neigh⸗ 
boures of the pooꝛer ſozt ſhall haue need ol, to 
bee dꝛunke in the houſes of thoſe who fetch oz 
ſend foꝛ the ſame, and not elle where. 
To permit no tipling at all on the Sabboth 


dap. oꝛ holy day in time ol Diuine ſeruice. 


That no Uictualler , Tipler, oz Alehoulſe- 
D 3 keeper; 
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keeper , ſhall permit and ſulter any perſon oz 
perſons to lodge in his houſe aboue a day and a 
night, but ſuch as he will anſweretoz, as the 
Statutes in that behalfe made doe requtre. 
To giue ſtraight oꝛder and charge to euery 
Conſtable, oꝛ other inferiour Officer to whom 
it may appertaine, that euer ot them chall once 
in euery fifteen dayes ſearch and enquire of the 
defaults and diſo2ders afozeſaid, and ſhall in- 
fozme the Juſtices of the Peace of the ſame de- 
faults and diſoꝛderg, it any be, that the offen- 
ders therein may thereupon bee p2oceeded on 
and puniſhed accoꝛding to the Law. And if it 
ſhall ſeeme ts the Juſtice, that the Petie Con⸗ 
{table be either a Mictualler- oz one that ſhall 
fauour the Uictuallers in their faults, then 
ſome other meet perſon to bee appointed to 
make the ſatd Jnquilitton and Certificate. 
No Tipler tobuy any goods of any wayta- 
ring man, 92 other, that ſhall bꝛing the ſame to 
their houſes to ſell, but offuch as ſhall be well 
kno wen vnto them to be ol honeſt conuerſa- 
tion. and whom they ſhalbe able al⸗ 
wayes to pꝛoduce, oꝛ haue 
to be fozth comming,
